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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As for claims 1 and 10, the prior art of record to Nakao ('153) fails to teach a 
surgical clip applier comprising, inter alia, a first and second jaw connected to a clevis, 
wherein the first and second jaw define a clip-sliding channel having a longitudinal 
length greater than the longitudinal length of an arm clip to define a clip-holding portion 
and a clip-sliding portion; and wherein the clip is slidably guided along the clip-sliding 
portion when the first and second jaws apply the clip to tissue disposed therebetween. 

As for claims 15, 23, 33-36, see the reasons for allowance indicated in the Office 
action dated 5/3/05. 

It is noted that claims 25-32 have been cancelled in the Office action dated 

5/3/05.
